The economic Importance of such a 
container for cereals which the grocer 
sells by the box is greater than at 
first appears. 
Packages may become 
i n f e s t e d while in t h e grocer's 
s t o r e ­ 
room or on his shelves. 
Warehouses 
are also usuallj mor. or loss infested 
by insects w hich crawl around on the 
packages. 
W hen such packages are 
purchased, the buyer, on discov* ring 
that they have been attacked, usually 
returns them to t h e grocer, the groc — 
return them to the mill where they 
were prepared, and the mill screens 
the cereal and s* lls it as feed. 
The 
exact financial loss due to these con­ 
ditions can not bo accurately deter 
mined, but 
extensive 
observations 
lead to the belief 
that 
it 
is 
much 
greater than most millers suppose. 
The new bulletin 
which is a con 
trlbution from tin* bureau of entomol­ 
ogy, gives the results of experiments 
in California, with packages that were 
regularly closed by gluing the ends, 
and with those which were 
covered 
b> a piece of label paper so that an 
insert could not enter without pi* relng 
the label. 
The result of this expert 
ment showed that the nonlabeled pack 
ages 
were thoroughly Infested with 
ins* cts, w hile the labeled 
packages 
were absolutely fr* ** from insects.
